Jonesboro man 
Stable after 

being shot Tuesday 
afternoon, police say

Herrera was flown to 
who fled the scene of a shoot- a Fort Wayne hospital where 


Indiana State Police Sgt. Tony 
Slocum said he was conscious 
and talking with investigators. 

ISP investigators say the 
purported shooter was a white 
male wearing a dark hoodie 
who allegedly fled the scene 
in a white car that appeared 
to be an early- to mid-2000s 
model. 

Police are also looking for 
a black female who fled the 
scene south from the resi- 


dence on foot, according to 
ISP reports. 

Slocum told the Chroni- 
cle-Tribune Tuesday night 
that investigators spent hours 
talking to witnesses to deter- 
mine what went on inside the 
apartment before the shooting 
took place. 

“We don’t believe that the 
public at-large is in any dan- 
ger, but as always if anyone 
has information about the 


case, don’t be afraid to contact 
Indiana State Police’s Peru 
Post,’ Slocum said. 

Anyone who has informa- 
tion about this case is asked 
to contact Indiana State Police 
Detective Mike Lorona by 
calling 765-473-6666. 

“This is an ongoing investi- 
gation,” Slocum wrote in his 
release Wednesday morning.

“I had a blazer and I went 
out but I wasn’t really on the 
Prize Patrol,” he said. “And a 
year later they said, ‘Alright, 
you’re on the Prize Patrol if 
you want it.’ I said, ‘Sure.’ I 
went from the photo studio 
to giving people money now. 
It’s fun.” 

Guja and Yunker filmed the 
short introduction and then 
drove separate vehicles to the 
location. Once they arrived, 
Guja climbed the steps and 
knocked on the door. 

“T just saw a curtain move,” 
he said.

eymoon. I really appreciate 
it. This is the biggest surprise 
of my life. I am shaking. I am 
so shaking.

Guja said she had won the 
prize by returning an offline 
package insert. Charity Lane 
said she returned paper mail 
from Publishers Clearing 
House all the time, along 
with playing online games.

Hearing aid use can reduce 
risk of cognitive decline 


DEAR DOCTOR: Our grand- 
father won’t use his hearing 
aid because he doesn’t like 
how it makes things sound. 
However, I recently read that 
using a hearing aid reduces 
the risk of dementia. How 
can we get him to use one? 

DEAR READER: Your grand- 
father isn’t alone in his re- 
luctance to 
use a hearing 
aid. Many 
people with 
hearing loss 
wait as long 
as 10 years 
before final- 
ly agreeing 
to seek help. 
Meanwhile, 
poor hear- 
ing hinders 
their ability 
to communicate and interact 
with family, friends and the 
world at large. This leads 
to isolation and depression, 
and as a growing body of re- 
search shows, also increases 
the risk of cognitive decline. 

A study published in the 
Journal of the American 
Geriatrics Society last fall 
found that when older adults 
with hearing loss used a 
hearing aid within three 
years of their diagnosis, they 
had measurably better out- 
comes in several important 
health categories than those 
who didn’t correct their 
hearing. Those who used a 
hearing aid had lower rates 
of dementia and depression, 
as well as fewer injuries due 
to falls. 

The researchers examined 
eight years of insurance data 
for almost 115,000 women 
and men over age 66 who 
were diagnosed with hearing 
loss. They found that the 
risk of a dementia diagno- 
sis, including Alzheimer’s 
disease, was 18 percent 
lower among the hearing aid 
users. The risk of becoming 
injured in a fall dropped 
11 percent, and the risk 
of depression was also 11 
percent lower. Their findings 
are consistent with previous 
research that established a 
clear connection between 
even mild uncorrected 
hearing loss and an in- 
creased risk of dementia and 
depression. 

The next step in the 
research is to pinpoint how 
and why uncorrected hear- 
ing loss is tied to dementia 
and cognitive decline. One 
theory is that hearing loss 
leads to structural changes

in the brain, which in turn 
affect memory. Another ties 
it to the profound social 
isolation that hearing loss 
can cause. 

Meanwhile, your efforts to 
persuade your grandfather 
to use a hearing aid aren’t 
unusual. The insurance data 
used in the study revealed 
that, among those diagnosed 
with hearing loss, an average 
of only 12 percent went on 
to get hearing aids. 

We think it’s encouraging 
that your grandfather already 
owns a device. He has 
shown himself to be open to 
improving his hearing and 
may just need a bit of help 
to get on the right track. Try 
talking to him about what, 
specifically, he doesn’t like 
about his current hearing aid. 
Then if you have the time, 
do some research about the 
current technology and offer 
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to help find a replacement. 

Shopping for a hearing 
aid can be confusing and, 
with hearing loss, daunting. 
There are several types, with 
different fits and placements. 
Be sure your grandfather is 
using a reputable audiologist 
who can help him to find the 
perfect device. It’s possible 
that with ongoing support, 
your grandfather may be 
willing to give hearing aids 
another try.

‘Magic’ gloves let acclaimed 
Brazilian pianist play again

SAO PAULO — A few 
days before Christmas, re- 
nowned pianist Joao Car- 
los Martins summoned his 
friends to a Sao Paulo bar so 
he could show off the best 
gift he’d received in years: 
a new pair of bionic gloves 
that are letting the 79-year- 
old play with both hands for 
the first time in more than 
two decades. 

Considered one of the 
great interpreters of Johann 
Sebastian Bach’s music, the 
Brazilian classical pianist 
and conductor had retired 
last March after 24 surgeries 
trying to stop pains from a 
degenerative disease and a 
series of accidents. His lim- 
itations had forced him to 
work mostly as a conductor 
since the early 2000s. 

But since the closing days 
of 2019, friends have been 
returning to Martins’ down- 
town penthouse to hear 
him bring Frédéric Chopin, 
Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart 
and his favorite Bach back to 
life at his Petrof piano. 

Before the gloves, which

were especially developed 
for him, the pianist could 
only play songs slowly with 
his thumbs and, sometimes, 
his index fingers. 

“After I lost my tools, my 
hands, and couldn’t play the 
piano, it was if there was a 
corpse inside my chest,” 
Martins told The Associated 
Press. 

Martins’ health problems 
date back to 1965. He fa- 
mously rebounded after ev- 
ery setback — nerve damage 
in his arm inflicted during a 
soccer match in New York, 
a mugger hitting him over 
the head with a metal pipe 
while he toured in Bulgaria, 
and more. But even friends 
expected the latest surgery, 
on his left hand, to mark the 
end of his days on the piano 
bench. 

That might have been his 
fate, were it not for a de- 
signer who believed the pi- 
anist’s retirement had come 
too early. Ubirataé Bizarro 
Costa created neoprene-cov- 
ered bionic gloves that bump 
Martins’ fingers upward 
after they depress the keys, 
and which are held together 
by a carbon fiber board.

WW canesday, at the Davos 
conference 4,000 miles 
from Washington, President 
Trump boasted about his 
successful obstruction of the 
House’s investigation of his 
Ukraine shakedown. Speak- 
ing of the impeachment trial, 
he declared: “Honestly, we 
have all the material. They 
don’t have the material.” 

Trump couldn’t have 
wrapped a neater bow 
around the rather impressive 
case that House Democrats 
have still built, obstruction 
notwithstanding. 

In a masterful two-and-a- 
half-hour opening statement, 
lead House manager Rep. 
Adam Schiff laid out what’s 
at stake, making clear why 
the country can’t just wait 
until November to vote 
Trump out of office: He’s 
invited foreign interference 


in elections multiple times, 
and his behavior demon- 
strates his willingness to use 
all levers of government to 
interfere with any legitimate 
attempts to prevent further 
abuse of his power. 

Schiff laid out the time- 
line of the Ukraine pressure 
campaign, the facts of which 
are beyond dispute and 
beyond defense, and effec- 
tively used video of Trump 
himself, aides and coopera- 
tive administrative officials 
to strengthen the case. 

Schiff underlined the 
intense ongoing obstruction 
that is likely obscuring the 
depth of the president’s 
involvement in the plot 
— including the blocked 
testimony of nine officials 
subpoenaed by the House. 

Which is why much of the 
integrity of the trial depends 


on whether more witnesses 
and documents will be let 
in. 

On Tuesday, during the 
debate over the trial rules, 
Democratic Leader Chuck 
Schumer offered 11 amend- 
ments related to hearing 
from pertinent witnesses 
— including former nation- 
al security adviser John 
Bolton, acting chief of staff 
Mick Mulvaney and various 
OMB, State Department 
and Pentagon staffers — and 
demanding unquestionably 
relevant documents. 

Eleven times, putting their 
fealty to a president of their 
party before their duty to 
country, Senate Republicans 
rejected those amendments.

Parnas’ elevat- 
ed stature to 
illuminate the masses. 

Yes, he told Cooper, he 
would be willing to testify 
if the Senate should call 
him as a witness. Yes, he 
would definitely connect all 
the dots. What a genuine, 
humble guy, no one was 
thinking. 

Parnas must have taken 
acting lessons during his 
hiatus. Soft-spoken and al- 
most contrite, it was briefly 
hard to remember that he 
was the same guy who says 
he traveled abroad on behalf 
of Giuliani and Trump to 
convey to President Zelen- 
sky that there would be no 
military-aid funds until he 
announced an investigation 
into Joe Biden and Biden’s 
son, Hunter. 

The funds, of course, were 
held up and released only 
after Trump learned of the 
whistleblower complaint 
that triggered the impeach- 
ment inquiry.

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Celebrate women’s 
suffrage anniversary 


t was Nov. 2, 1920, 
and women, espe- 
cially Hoosier women, 
had fought hard to get 
to that historic day, the 

first when they were 
allowed to cast a legal 
ballot in national elec- 
tions. 

They were there to 
vote, to have a direct 
voice in their govern- 
ment, and many of 
them surely agreed with 
Indiana Gov. James 
P. Goodrich that the 
passage of the 19th 
Amendment was an act 
of tardy justice. They 
also likely knew that it 
was about much more 
than a vote and that the 
battle for equality was 
not yet over. 

As we begin the new 
year, I, along with my 
fellow Indiana Women’s 
Suffrage Centennial 
Commission mem- 
bers, urge Hoosiers to 
participate in local and 
national activities that 
recognize the 100th an- 
niversary of the passage 
of the 19th Amendment, 
which granted women 
the right to vote. We 
not only want to ac- 
knowledge this historic 
milestone, but we also 
want to use this year 
to raise awareness and 
inspire action in every 
sector of our state. We 
want to remember the 
decades-long battle that 
preceded women’s suf- 
frage and the forgotten 
heroes who blazed the 
trail for those of us who 
so often take our right to 
vote for granted. 

In this way, the 
Indiana Women’s 
Suffrage Centennial 
Commission, along with 
the Indiana Women’s 
Suffrage Centennial, a 
consortium catalyzed 
by Indiana Human- 
ities, the Indianapolis 
Propylaeum, the Indiana 
Historical Society and 
the Indiana Historical 
Bureau, believes our 
suffrage commemo- 
rations should extend 
beyond observance and 
lead us to even greater 
participation in the dem- 
ocratic process. 

These days, it can be 
hard to imagine a time 
when women were ex- 
cluded from such a key 
component of our de- 
mocracy, but, a century 
ago, women’s suffrage 
was far from a foregone 
conclusion. There were 
even some women who 
opposed it, and the 
movement was at times 
threatened by internal 
disagreements. Too 
often, the movement 
left women of color and 
working-class women 
on the sidelines, and 
when the 19th Amend- 
ment did pass, women 


weren’t automatically 
included in the full po- 
litical process. The fight 
would continue. 

That’s why this 
commemoration will 
be more than just a 
single event it will be 
a year-long effort to 
understand what wom- 
en’s suffrage can teach 
us about the ways that 
engaged citizens can 
shape our culture, laws 
and institutions. 

So, we invite all Hoo- 
siers to learn with us 
by engaging in several 
activities. Here are a 
few of the exciting ways 
you can participate: 

Attend events in your 
area: Watch for events 
in your area or organize 
a women’s suffrage 
commemoration event 
in your community. Vis- 
itIndianaSuffrage100.or 
go see an online calen- 
dar or add your event. 

Attend a talk or visit 
the traveling exhibit: 
Nearly 40 talks on 
women’s suffrage will 
be happening all across 
the state, from Michigan 
City to Evansville, and 
a traveling exhibit from 
the Indiana Historical 
Society will be spending 
several weeks at desti- 
nations around Indiana. 
Find something to do in 
your neck of the woods 
at IndianaSuffrage 100. 
org. 

Ask your elders: Ask 
women and men who 
might have known 
a grandparent or 
great-grandparent who 
remembered the fight 
for women’s suffrage. 

Teach your children: 
Share what you learn 
about women’s suffrage 
with younger gener- 
ations. Reading lists, 
classroom materials and 
primary source docu- 
ments are all included 
in the teacher toolkits 
found atIndianaSuf- 
frage100.org.

Vote: Claim your 
rightful place in the 
voting booth.

Cleveland bishop named Philadelphia’s next archbishop

PHILADELPHIA — The 
bishop of Cleveland will 
become the new leader of 
the Archdiocese of Phil- 
adelphia, the Vatican an- 
nounced Thursday, making 
him the first Hispanic arch- 
bishop to lead the region’s 
1.3 million-member flock. 

Nelson Perez, who spent 
most of his early pastoral 
career in the Philadelphia 
area, was introduced Thurs- 
day in a news conference 
at the archdiocese’s Phil- 
adelphia headquarters. He 


will succeed Archbishop 
Charles Chaput, a conser- 
vative culture warrior who 
is stepping down after turn- 
ing 75 last year, the tradi- 
tional retirement age for 
Catholic bishops. 

Chaput welcomed Perez 
to his new post, which he 
will assume Feb. 18. He 
called his successor “a man 
who already knows and 
loves the church in Phila- 
delphia.” 

Perez shared his enthusi- 
asm for the city, saying “it’s 
awesome to be back in Phil- 
adelphia with people who 
are faith-filled, who love 
the Lord, love the church.” 


Perez also praised Chaput’s 
tenure in the diocese, say- 
ing he faced challenges in 
Philadelphia with “great 
courage and steadfastness.” 

Perez, 58, attended the 
diocesan seminary in Phil- 
adelphia in the 1980s and 
served in a number of Phil- 
adelphia parishes before 
being named as an auxiliary 
bishop in Rockville Centre, 
New York, and then bishop 
of Cleveland in 2017. 

On Thursday, Perez also 
addressed church sex abuse 
victims, telling them “I, 
and we, continue to pray for 
your healing and support 
and hold you deep within 


— J 
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our hearts — those who have 
been hurt. It should have 
never happened, and we are 
sorry.” 

Perez has had to deal with 
that issue while in Cleve- 
land. The diocese last year 
made public a list of 22 pre- 
viously unidentified priests 
and other clergy it said had 
been credibly accused of 
sexually abusing minors. 
Perez said in a letter an- 
nouncing the release of the 
names that a committee 
assembled by the diocese 
determined that the accu- 
sations against the clerics 
were “more likely than not 
to be true.”

If coexist means living 
peaceably with one another, 
“Amen” a hundredfold! 

If coexist seeks a bigger 
claim to make all religions 
the same where everyone 
goes to heaven and nothing 
else needs to be said. Then 
Jesus parts ways with the 
sword of His Word saying, 
“I am the way, and the 
truth, and the life. No one

sinful world. A distinction 
must be made with peace as 
it comes to us in terms of 
“Law and Gospel.” 

The Law is not an exclu- 
sively Christian claim for 
we find it in nature, our 
hearts, and texts beyond 
the Bible. All religions 
trying to win God’s favor 
by works are religions of 
the Law. It turns anyone to 
either despair that sees no 
hope in works or pride to 
think works are what will 
save.

The Lord is not into 
making a deal saying, “You 
do this and I will do this.”

Since God 
cannot coexist with sinful 
humanity, He gave us His 
Son. Jesus has done away 
with religions redeeming us 
with His peace that pass- 
es all understanding. St. 
Paul speaks to a pluralistic 
world, “For, being ignorant 
of the righteousness of God, 
and seeking to establish 
their own, they did not 
submit to God’s righteous- 
ness. For Christ is the end 
of the law for righteousness 
to everyone who believes” 
(Romans 10:2-4). We can 
more than coexist. Chris- 
tians humbly confess with 
love the Gospel.

USOPC to fund

well-being. 


The agreement comes after 
months of negotiations about 
what, exactly, the arrange- 
ment should look like. Ath- 
letes have been pushing for 
a more independent voice 
and were wary of the USOPC 
wielding too much control 
over a new operation. 


The athlete chair, Han Xiao, 
said the USOPC commitment 
“has the potential to be an 
incredibly significant 
moment in the history of the 
organization.”

Holley to continue sports 
career at Kankakee

Injury may have affected 
Jared Holley’s plans for his 
future but it did not derail it. 
An ill-timed knee injury left 
him on the shelf in one of 
the more important summers 
of his career but only led to 
a detour for the Wabash se- 
nior as, last week, he signed 
with Kankakee Community 
College, a two-year junior 
college. 

“Last year I had my knee 
injury so I missed that whole 
summer where there were 
supposed to be a lot of of- 
fers,’ Holley said. “Kanka- 
kee reached out and they’re 
a junior college so I'll go a 
few years and get more expo- 


sure. (I'll get) my associate’s 
degree or just my core class- 
es out of the way and move 
on to a bigger college after 
that.” 

Kankakee is not a typical 
community or junior college, 
though. The school boasts 
one of the top baseball pro- 
grams in the nation. Three 
years ago, the Cavaliers won 
the National Junior College 
Athletic Association Division 
II national title. Perennially 
one of the top programs in 
the country, Kankakee offers 
Holley a unique opportunity 
at the next level. 

“Tt means a lot,’ Holley said 
when asked what it meant to 
get the chance to play at the 
next level, “definitely since 
no one in my family except 


my dad played on after high 
school. It means a lot to con- 
tinue playing on (in college).” 

Holley, who will major in 
business, served as an anchor 
on the field in his freshman 
and sophomore seasons and 
in the handful of games pri- 
or to his injury in his junior 
season with the Apaches, par- 
ticularly defensively. In cen- 
terfield, Holley has a career 
.919 fielding percentage with 
just 11 errors in his 72 career 
games. 

Offensively, Holley has a 
career .288 batting average 
with a .383 on-base percent- 
age. His junior campaign 
shaped up to be his best as, 
in 19 games, he sported a 
.394 batting average with 
a .533 on-base percentage, 


both career-high marks. 

Holley’s junior campaign 
ended in a loss to Northfield 
due to a knee injury, but the 
Apaches rallied to capture 
a sectional title. Now, Hol- 
ley will return for his senior 
campaign fully healthy and 
ready to help Wabash’s sec- 
tional title defense. 

But after his final season 
with Wabash, Holley will 
head to Kankakee and while 
he won’t reach campus for 
many months, his plan will 
be simple once he does. 

“Just continue to do what 
they do there because they’re 
a pretty good program,” Hol- 
ley said. “They only lose 
about five, six, seven games 
a year so (Pll) just continue 
to do what they do. 


Herbert, other Senior Bowl 
players hope staying put pays off

MOBILE, Ala. — A year 
ago, Oregon quarterback 
Justin Herbert decided to 
stick around for his senior 
season instead of turning 
pro. Wisconsin linebacker 
Zack Baun didn’t really have 
much choice. 

Both had impressive final 
college seasons, including 
a head-to-head Rose Bowl 
matchup, and believe they’re 
more NFL-ready now. 
They’re among the partici- 
pants in Saturday’s Senior 
Bowl game for senior NFL 
prospects and some junior 
graduates. 

Some of them, including 
Baun, have only recently 
emerged as legitimate pros- 
pects. Others like South 
Carolina defensive tackle 
Javon Kinlaw and Michigan 


State defensive end Kenny 
Willekes stayed in college 
for one more season largely 
because of injuries. Ditto for 
Alabama linebacker Terrell 
Lewis. 

“I wanted to be a better 
leader, a better teammate, 
a better quarterback,’ said 
Herbert, who would also 
have been a likely first-round 
draft pick last year. “All 
these things that I felt like I 
accomplished this year.” 

He did turn in perhaps 
his best season with 3,471 
yards, 32 touchdowns and 
six interceptions. Herbert is 
one of the top quarterbacks 
in an upcoming draft where 
LSU Heisman Trophy win- 
ner Joe Burrow is the likely 
No. 1 pick and some of the 
99 underclassmen granted 
eligibility by the NFL are 
among the most coveted 
prospects. 


Alabama quarterback Tua 
Tagovailoa is one of them 
and a potential top-5 pick. 

Lewis, Arizona State run- 
ning back Eno Benjamin, 
Texas A&M wide receiver 
Quartney Davis and Utah 
State quarterback Jordan 
Love are among the juniors 
in the Senior Bowl who have 
already graduated. Lewis, a 
fourth-year junior, and Love 
are widely regarded as po- 
tential first-round picks. 

Lewis’s fellow Alabama 
linebacker Anfernee Jen- 
nings opted to return for 
his senior season and try to 
improve his stock, and feels 
like he did just that. 

Crimson Tide coach Nick 
Saban, who lost six under- 
classmen to the draft count- 
ing Lewis , said he advises 
all his juniors to leave if 
they’re likely first-round 
picks. 


“I think most of our guys 
have made a good decision 
that way,’ Saban said. “I 
think in Anfernee and Ter- 
rell’s case, both, they cer- 
tainly did themselves a lot 
of good by coming back. I 
think most of our players 
who have come back have 
been able to do that.” 

Herbert and Baun are hop- 
ing that call pays off for 
players like them, too. 

Willekes (broken leg) 
and Kinlaw (torn hip la- 
brum) both indicated they 
likely would have left after 
their junior seasons but for 
the injuries. Kinlaw espe- 
cially is pegged as a likely 
first-rounder after earning 
first-team Associated Press 
All-America honors.

NEW YORK — Derek 
Jeter and Larry Walker 
rarely crossed paths during 
their time in the major 
leagues. 

“There was one time 
in the Bahamas, play- 
ing blackjack, that we sat 
down for a little while with 
Matt Damon, and we sat 
there and played for a little 
while,” Walker recalled of 
a gambling evening where 
athletes and _ thespians 
mixed. 

A baseball odd couple, 
they sat on the dais in a 
penthouse hotel ballroom, 
baseball’s newly minted 
Hall of Famers. 

Jeter, a first-round draft 
pick, came within one vote 
of becoming the second 
unanimous pick. 

Walker, a youth hockey 
player who took up base- 
ball at age 16, was elected 
in his 10th and final try on 
the baseball writers’ bal- 
lot, making it with just six 
votes more than the 75 per- 
cent required. 

Finding out his plaque in 
Cooperstown will be adja- 
cent to bronze of Yankees 
teammate Mariano Rivera, 
the first unanimous pick 
in a writers’ vote, Jeter re- 
vealed some emotion. 

“I don’t care where they 
put they put me — put me 
in the restroom,” he said. 
“But to be next to Mo is 
quite a thrill.” 

As always Mr. Cool, Jeter 
was unassuming, humble, 
collected and quick with a 
quip to deflect. Walker was 
more raw as they told sto- 
ries of their passage from 
amateurs to elite: Of the 
19,960 players to appear 
in a major league game, 
they will be Nos. 234 and 
235 inducted to the Hall, 
according to its tally, in- 
cluding 134 chosen by the 
Baseball Writers’ Associa- 
tion of America. 

“It doesn’t get any bet- 
ter than this,” Jeter said. 
“There’s no more awards. 
There’s no other place you 
can go. This is it.” 

Walker, like Jeter, put on 
the cream-colored Hall of 
Fame jersey. When he took 
the phone call Tuesday in- 
forming him of election, 
he was wearing a garish 
yellow-and-black Sponge- 
Bob SquarePants shirt. 
His 20-year-old daughter 
Canaan sent a text “Way 
to go, dad. ... You’re trend- 
ing,” he recalled. 

“I knew we're going to 
go sit outside and hang out 
up front, so I just wanted 
something a little warmer,” 
he said.

Kyrgios barks, mocks his

MELBOURNE, Australia 
— Love him or hate him — 
and make no mistake, there 
are plenty in each camp — 
Nick Kyrgios never allows 
for a dull moment when he’s 
on a tennis court, whether 
it’s shot selection, showman- 
ship, momentum swings, 
barking at his entourage or 
mocking another player not 
even involved in the match 
at hand. 

All of the above happened 
during his ever-eventful 6-2, 
6-4, 4-6, 7-5 victory over 
Gilles Simon in the Austra- 
lian Open’s second round 
Thursday night. 

That included a moment 


when Kyrgios — currently on 
six months’ probation from 
the ATP for verbally abusing 
tennis officials — poked fun 
at the man he might meet in 
the fourth round, Rafael Na- 
dal. After being warned for 
taking more than the allotted 
25 seconds between serves, 
Kyrgios mimicked how Na- 
dal fidgets before a point, as 
if to remind the chair umpire 
that there are folks who more 
egregiously waste time. 

When a reporter asked Na- 
dal about Kyrgios’ imitation 
of the 19-time major cham- 
pion, the Spaniard replied: “I 
really don’t care. I’m here to 
play tennis.” 

About the only boring 
segment of the proceedings 
came during the in-stadium

interview, when an allusion 
was made to later rounds 
and Kyrgios, an Australian 
seeded 23rd, told the Mel- 
bourne Arena crowd, “I’m 
not thinking ahead. ... Pm 
just taking it one match at a 
time at the moment.”

After Kyrgios wrapped 
up, the No. 1-seeded Nadal 
was still in the early stages 
of what became a 6-3, 7-6 
(4), 6-1 win against Federico 
Delbonis over at Rod Laver 
Arena. 

Those results were the 
most intriguing of Day 4 at 
the year’s first Grand Slam 
tournament, especially giv-

Never too early to begin 
pondering a meeting with 
a quarterfinal berth at stake 
during Week 2 in Mel- 
bourne, with the popular Na- 
dal facing the home-backed 
Kyrgios. 

For that to materialize, 
Kyrgios first needs to beat 
No. 16 Karen Khachan- 
ov of Russia on Saturday, 
when Nadal plays No. 27 
Pablo Carreno Busta in an 
all-Spanish matchup. 

A massive overnight storm 
blew dirt all over town, turn- 
ing the Yarra River brown 
and leaving traces of red 
dust on the blue courts 
Thursday. The playing sur- 
faces required power wash- 


ing, which delayed the start 
of action on some outside 
courts for more than four 
hours.

you’re going to be a beast,“ 
Antetokounmpo said in Par- 
is, where the Bucks will take 
on the Charlotte Hornets on 
Friday. “Just take it step by 
step, day by day.“ 

Because of the time differ- 
ence, Antetokounmpo was 
already asleep in his Parisian 
hotel when Williamson was 
putting on a show in New 
Orleans. 

“T wasn’t able to watch it 
because it was late here.

day night, reaching a career 
milestone of 10,000 points 
in the process.

ANAHEIM, Calif. — The 
NCAA will now permit 
elite athletes to be paid for 
training expenses by the 
U.S. Olympic Committee 
and other national govern- 
ing bodies. 

The Division I Coun- 
cil adopted the legislation 
Wednesday at the NCAA 
convention and it is effec- 
tive immediately. 

Previously, college ath- 
letes could compromise 
their eligibility to compete 
for their schools by accept- 
ing some benefits that are 
provided to potential Olym- 


pians. 
Under the new legisla- 
tion, athletes designated 


elite by the USOC or other 
organizations such as USA 
Swimming or USA Track 
and Field can have travel 
expenses paid for parents, 
coaches or trainers. The 
new rules also will allow 
potential Olympians to 
spend more time working 
with their college coaches 
without breaking NCAA 
rules regarding practice 
limits. 

“I think the Olympic defi- 
nition of amateurism and 
the NCAA definition of 
amateurism are not quite 
aligned and that makes it 
very unfortunate for peo- 
ple who are at that level,” 
said Ginny Thrasher, who 
won a gold medal in wom- 
en’s 10-meter air rifle at the 
2016 Summer Games while 
still competing for West 
Virginia University. “I think 
if you have been identified 
by your national governing 
body as being eligible to re- 
ceive those funds, I think it 


Downtown Tokyo’s homeless fear removal ahead of

TOKYO — Shelters made 
of cardboard start popping 
up in the basement of To- 
kyo’s Shinjuku train station 
right before the shutters 
come down at 11 p.m., in 
corridors where “salary- 
men” rushing home and 
couples on late-night dates 
have just passed by. 

Dozens of homeless peo- 
ple sleeping rough in such 
spots worry that with Ja- 
pan’s image at stake au- 
thorities will force them to 
move ahead of the Olym- 
pics. Already, security of- 
ficials have warned them 
they will likely have to find 
less visible locations by the 
end of March. 

The former laborers, cler- 
ical workers and others 
sleeping in cardboard box- 
es are a not-quite-invisible 
glimpse of a more perva- 
sive but largely hidden un- 
derclass of poor in Japan, a 
wealthy nation seen as or- 
derly and middle class. 

Efforts to clean up what 
some see as urban blight 
have preceded every recent 
Olympics, including those 
in Beijing, London and Rio 
de Janeiro. 

Tokyo city officials deny 
they are moving to force the 
homeless out specially for 


the Olympics. They say try- 
ing to get them into shelters 
is part of an overall welfare 
effort to get them off the 
streets and find them jobs 
and housing. 

“There is nothing more 
than the programs we al- 
ready have in place to help 
the homeless,” said Emi 
Yaginuma, a Tokyo city of- 
ficial in charge of such pro- 
grams. 

“We keep trying by mak- 
ing the rounds and talking 
to them, but all we can do 
is to try to persuade them.” 

In theory, overnight sleep- 
ing at train stations is tres- 
passing. In practice, the 
homeless have long slept in 
Shinjuku station and other 
spots. JR East, a major train 
company servicing Tokyo, 
doesn’t have regulations 
on the homeless and em- 
ployees handle situations as 
they come up, such as pas- 
senger complaints. 

Just as the homeless ar- 
rive for the night, a public 
speaker overhead is warn- 
ing that sleeping in the sta- 
tion isn’t allowed. 

As preparations for the 
Olympics began years ago, 
homeless people camp- 
ing in a park in Tokyo’s 
Shibuya were forced out to 
make way for development 
and a soup kitchen program 
there was moved to anoth-

er, less visible park nearby. 
Advocates for the homeless 
fear that was just the start. 

Homeless people were 
evicted in 2016 from a park 
near where the New Nation- 
al Stadium was built, the 
main arena for the Olym- 
pics. 

Like the U.S., Japan has a 
relatively high poverty rate 
for a wealthy nation. It also 
is less generous with social 
welfare than countries in 
Europe, and lacks the sorts 
of private charities preva- 
lent in the U.S. 

Nearly 16 percent of Japa- 
nese fall below the poverty 
rate, with annual income 
below the cutoff of 1.2 mil- 
lion yen ($11,000), accord- 
ing to 2017 Japanese gov- 
ernment data. The poverty 
rate for single-adult house- 
holds with children is way 
higher, at 51 percent. 

The unraveling of extend- 
ed family support networks 
and job insecurity have left 
many in Japan vulnerable 
to setbacks that can lead to 


homelessness. Japan’s cul- 
ture of conformity leaves 
many, including families, 
ashamed to seek help. 

Most of the homeless 
sleeping underground in 
Shinjuku, a glitzy shopping 
area fringed by red-light 
districts, high-rise offices 
and parks, are older men. 

Shigeyoshi Tozawa has a 
lacquer begging bowl with 
a few coins, three tiny, so- 
lar-powered toy figures 
with bobbing heads bought 
at a 100-yen ($1) store, and 
various bags filled with 
blankets, clothes and other 
items, including his poems. 

“Last night/ dream of a 
future trip/ it is dark,” goes 
one poem. Passersby some- 
times give him money for 
the poems, he says. 

“This is my community. 
We all help each other,” 
Tozawa said. “There are no 
dirty homeless here. We are 
all ‘trendy.’” 

In what’s clearly a rou- 
tine, he and the others qui- 
etly prepare for the night, 


picking their favorite spots, 
neatly folding blankets. 
Some change into sleep- 
wear and wipe their feet 
clean with wet towels, 
daintily placing their shoes 
beside their lopsided card- 
board shelters. 

Tozawa and the others are 
relatively well-dressed, in 
handout down jackets, base- 
ball caps and camouflage 
sweatpants. Some have cell 
phones and other gadgets. 
Many have some money in 
the bank. They get by mak- 
ing the rounds of downtown 
soup kitchens run by church 
and volunteer charities, and 
other spots where they can 
get free rice balls or sand- 
wiches. 

Many of those sleeping 
rough are “working poor,” 
said Daisaku Seto, who 
works for a nonprofit for 
refugees and a consumers’ 
food cooperative called 
Palsystem. He says some 
suffer psychological trauma 
and need training to get bet- 
ter-paying jobs. Once they 
drop into poverty, they rare- 
ly find their way back out. 

“We need to come up with 
ways to help that empower 
them,” said Seto, who is a 
leader in a one of the lead- 
ers of a grassroots group 
called the Anti-Poverty 
Network. 

Yukio Takazawa, execu-

would be very helpful and 
I think it’s something the 
NCAA should allow.” 

Thrasher said allowing 
elite athletes to tap into 
those benefits will help so- 
lidify the relationship be- 
tween the NCAA and the 
Olympic movement. 

“It would make it easier 
for people on that path to 
continue and not have to 
deal with any sort of divi- 
sion of conflict of interest,” 
Thrasher said. 

In other news, the Board 
of Governors is working 
on expanding the NCAA’s 
sexual violence policy, 
though no details were pro- 
vided. The current policy 
is focused on education in 
sexual violence prevention 
for athletes, coaches and 
administrators. The NCAA 
may look at changing poli- 
cies on athletes with a his- 
tory of sexual violence who 
transfer to other schools to 
play. 

There have been calls 
from some victims’ advo- 
cacy groups for the NCAA 
to ban from competition 
individuals who have faced 
legal charges or discipline 
for committing acts of sex- 
ual violence. NCAA mem- 
ber institutions have resist- 
ed stepping into that area in 
part because laws defining 
sexual violence vary from 
state to state. 

Ohio State University 
President Michael Drake, 
chairman of the Board of 
Governors, said a special 
meeting would be sched- 
uled for the upcoming 
weeks to craft a policy.

tive director of a support 
group for the poor in Yo- 
kohama’s Kotobukicho, an 
area of flophouses where 
homeless people also tend 
to congregate, worries the 
worst is to come. 

The construction boom 
from the Olympics will be 
winding down, reducing 
chances for odd jobs for 
day laborers. The younger 
poor, who now spend nights 
in Internet cafes, likely will 
eventually end up on the 
streets, said Takazawa, who 
has been working with the 
poor for 30 years. 

Finding affordable hous- 
ing in Tokyo is tough. Rents 
are high and landlords tend 
to be finicky. Just getting a 
rental contract can require 
six months of rent or more 
up front. 

Those unable or unwill- 
ing to get apartments camp 
along river banks, in parks 
and train stations. Welfare 
offices try to get people 
to move into shelters but 
many, like former construc- 
tion worker Masanori Ito, 
resist. “They have rules,” 
he said, munching on sand- 
wiches he got from a volun- 
teer.
